It read in part “. the council wishes you 
every success .. .” Enclosed was a copy of the 
previous festival programme. 

That was her brief. 

Apart from her dramatic interests she is the 
Williamstown president of Meals on Wheels, and 
_chairman of the Victorian Dramatic League, 

Her interest in theatre sprang from acting in 
plays in England, where she was born. 

Later she felt she was more qualified to handle 
the administrative side and has been acting in 
this capacity for the Williamstown group for the . 
past 20 years. .
